Miss your TV mid-term? 
Blame the postal service 


An apparent error 
“somewhere along the line” in 
the mailing of necessary 
information concerning the 


newly implemented “television 
courses,” has resulted in several 
students failing to receive 
schedules of mid-term and final 
exams. 

The error has caused a 


number of students to miss the 
recent mid-term and no way of 
knowing when the final exam is. 

Donna Farmer, Dean of 
Instructional Services and in 
charge of the program at SAC, 
explained that while some 
students are not properly 
enrolled in the classes or change 
their address without notifying 


the office, ‘‘there are several 
instances that we just can’t 
explain.” 


There is no tuition for the 
classes, but hopes had been 
expressed earlier in the week, 
that a small fee could be 
instituted to insure the delivery 
of schedules and exam times by 
certified mail. 

According to Vivian Tryon 
of the Admissions and Records 
Office at Orange Coast College 
(from where three of the four 
classes originate) there were as 
yet no plans for such a program. 
“However,” she explained, “I 
think |, too, would begin to get 
worried after the fourth week of 
classes if | had not been notified 
of any exam times.” 

SAC currently offers four of 
these “television classes” 
(Anthropology, Geography, 
Clothing and Insurance) as part 
of its curriculum. 
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IV classes leave student.
